Applicant makes the following comments on the Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The Examiner's statement should not be misinterpreted as meaning that the identified 
features are the only patentable features in any of the claims. The independent claims and the 
dependent claims include various aspects which provide a separate basis for patentability. The 
Examiner's statement emphasizes certain aspects of the claims, but each claim should be 
interpreted using its own precise language, without inferring any particular emphasis from the 
Examiner's statement. 

The claims are carefully written to precisely define the bounds of the invention, and 
persons reading these remarks hereafter should note that any difference between the Examiner's
